The Lane bill provides that the arid 
and cut-over lands shall be. reclaimed 
' 
by discharged soldiers and'seamen, tho 
men to tie paid for their work. These 
men who do the reclamation work 
will have first call upon the improved 
land. The bill stipulates that "the 
secretary may, 
through 
agreement 
with the soldiers, make provision lor 
necessary improvements, but the con- 
tribution from the fund shall in no 
single case exceed $1,200, nor in ex- 
cess of three-quarters oC the cost of 
tho improvements." 
This money is 
to be repaid to the government with- 
in a period not to execeed twenty years 
at an interest rate' of four per cent. 
Under the terms ot the measure, the 
Secretary la also authorized to make 
short-time loans up to the .amount of 
$800 to a soldier settler for the pur- 
chase of necessary 
livon stock 
and 
CdUipment. Kepaymenf of such loans 
must be made during a period ot five 
vears at an interest rate of four per 
cent. 
Altogether 
a ^soldier 
settler 
would be able to borrow 52,000 to., im- 
prove and stock his farm. '

I advertising car 
of the Walter I,. Main show.

they show Saturday of next week. 
This car stayed over night in Janes- 
vllle and was not taken over to Be- 
lolt until 11:15 the next day. 
I was 


, shown all through the car, which was 
one of the most complete and best 
arranged cars that I have ever seen. 
Tho manager hdd a state room and 
a private, office, a dining room and a 
kitchen In care of a high-class chef. 
The bill-posters, 14 in number, all 
had comfortable 
quarters, and the 
manager told me that at times they 
carry as high as 25 tons of paper. K 
the routes out of the towns In which 
they were to show wereilong ones, the 
manager, the night before, would give 
orders to the chef to 'have breakfast 
at 
5 o'clock sharp, and' before h 
o'clock all 
the 
bill-posters on . the 


country routes were on their way, and 
many times everything: would be done 
by 8 or 4 o'clock in the afternoon
